Summary of reasons for decision: 

The Blu-ray contains a feature from the United States that was classified R13 on 4 June 2014, 
with the descriptive note “Violence, offensive language, dmg use and sexual references “ (OFLC 
Ref. 1400397). The running time of the previously examined version was 111 min 47 sec, while 
the current version is 9 seconds longer — the difference in running times can be accounted for by 
the change in format. The content of the current version of the feature is identical to the 
previously examined version. This was verified using the original examination transcript. 

The feature is a comedy about two police officers, Schmidt and Jenko, who engage in undercover 
police work at a university. Schmidt and Jenko investigate a young woman’s death at the 
university, and her connection to a new party dmg called Why-Phy. 

The extra content on the Blu-ray includes two commentaries, extended and deleted scenes, six 
featurettes with behind-the-scenes content, two collections of jokes/one-liners ad-libbed by the 
actors, and a “dramatic interpretation” of the feature - a 9-min version of the feature with all of 
its comedic material removed. The Blu-ray also contains two short humorous pieces by actors, 
and three trailers for other films. 

The extra material on the DVD is similar in tone to that of the feature, but contains a higher 
concentration and usage of offensive language, sexual references, and jokes about sexual violence. 
This additional content is clearly aimed at mature audiences with a much greater familiarity with 
the tropes of “edgy” modern comedies that attempt to push boundaries around good taste and 
sexual behaviour, which younger teenagers are unlikely to have. The extent and degree of this 
material exceeds the threshold that can be accommodated within the original classification. The 
publication is therefore restricted to audiences who are at least 16 years of age. This classification 
interferes with the freedom of expression contained in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
but is consistent with s3(3) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Act 1993 to limit the 
availability of publications likely to be injurious to the public good.
